Research Note 

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was with his 
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brother William Henry Johnson Sr. in St. Charles County before settling in Franklin 
County.

Research Note 

Townsend Johnson's probate record mentions Lucy Johnson as a co-executor 
in his Inventory's sale of 26 November 1856. At first, I assumed she was the wife 
of one of his boys, but after investigating each son's marriages none of the boys 

married a Lucy . Therefore, her identity is not known at this time and one 

can only surmise she was a member of his family. 

Since her parents were married in presumably Iredell County, North Carolina 
circa 1817-1820 and verified known son; Lewis Johnson was born around 
August 1821 , then this would give us plenty of room for a daughter to be born 
after their marriage and before November-December 1820. 

In the 1820 census of Iredell County, North Carolina it appears Townsend and 
Rebecca are living with his parents and there are no young females listed in that 
census. Therefore, if Lucy is a member of this family she was probably born 
after the 1 820 census date and before Lewis Johnson was born in August 1 821 . 

If Lewis was conceived 9 months prior to his birth date in August, this would 
place his conception date in November or December of 1820. This means that 
Rebecca could have been carrying Lucy at the time of the 1820 census date and 
delivered Lucy between that census date and November-December 1820. 
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The census was usually taken in the summer of that year. Based on this 
hypothesis, Lucy could have been conceived in the early part of the 1820 year. 
Since her parents marriage could have been between 1817-1820, then this 
scenario is in harmony with the assumptions. 

Where Lucy was in the 1830 census is unknown. However, in the 1840 census 
there is a woman aged 20-29 living with Townsend and family which fits Lucy's 
scenario. 

She disapears in the 1850 and subsequent censuses. This would be expected if 
she died, she married and/or she moved out of the area. 

However, on 26 November 1856, she shows up in the inventory record as a co- 
executor of Townsend's probate transactions. 

Further, investigation needs to be done in the Franklin County Courthouse of 
Union, Missouri, in the court records, deeds and marriage records to validate 
and verify a relationship of this Lucy Johnson to the Townsend and wife 
Rebecca (DYSON) Johnson family.

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Even though his sister; Sarah states, in all her census records she was born in 
North Carolina in 1825, the actual problem is determining when her family 
moved from Iredell County, North Carolina to Franklin County, Missouri. The 
question is. ..did Townsend and Rebecca come with Benjamin and Amelia in 
1 823 or did they arrive at a latter date? The reason there is some 
confusion. ..we don't know when Townsend bought his first piece of property in 
Franklin County. We have a date of 9 September 1835 but he could have 
bought property long before that date in Franklin County. Also, we know that 
Townsend's siblings came with Benjamin and Amelia but Townsend and 
Rebecca were already married and on their own. Logic dictates they all came 
together, but for Sarah to be so adamant about that North Carolina birthplace 
makes me wonder if she was right or if she was mistaken. Checking the 
Franklin County, Missouri deeds for a more precise and first property purchase 
might give us a better indication as to when they arrived in Franklin County. 
Also, check the newspapers to see if an article was written about the Johnson 
migration in 1823.

With a large family beginning to 
come of age and needing cheap good fertile soil in which to cultivate and raise 
their families, I would imiagine the property values in Rowan and Iredell 
Counties of North Carolina were expensive and mostly "farmed" out. Stories of 
plentiful game and cheap fertile land probably swayed the Johnsons and their 
allied families to relocate to Franklin County, Missouri. - Floyd Thomas Pratt

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was 
with his brother William Henry Johnson Sr. in St. Charles County before settling 
in Franklin County. He may have purchased property in either St. Charles 
County or St. Louis before he bought land near Washington, Saint John's 
Township, Franklin County, Missouri in 1828. I did not record ALL his 
property transactions from the Union Courthouse, in Union, Union Township, 
Franklin County, Missouri so there could be more accurate property records 
indicating when he actually arrived in Franklin County, Missouri.

Even though Sarah states, in all her census records she was born in North 
Carolina in 1823-1827, the actual problem is determining when her family 
moved from Iredell County, North Carolina to Franklin County, Missouri. The 
question is. ..did Townsend and Rebecca come with Benjamin and Amelia in 
1 823 or did they arrive at a latter date? The reason there is some 
confusion. ..we don't know when Townsend bought his first piece of property in 
Franklin County. We have a date of 9 September 1835 but he could have 
bought property long before that date in Franklin County. Also, we know that 
Townsend's siblings came with Benjamin and Amelia but Townsend and 
Rebecca were already married and on their own. Logic dictates they all came 
together, but for Sarah to be so adamant about that North Carolina birthplace 
makes me wonder if she was right or if she was mistaken. Checking the 
Franklin County, Missouri deeds for a more precise and first property 
purchase might give us a better indication as to when they arrived in Franklin 
County. Also, check the newspapers to see if an article was written about the 
Johnson migration in 1823.

County desired to relocate to this newly formed state of Missouri. With a large 
family beginning to come of age and needing cheap good fertile soil in which 
to cultivate and raise their families, I would imiagine the property values in 
Rowan and Iredell Counties of North Carolina were expensive and mostly 
"farmed" out. Stories of plentiful game and cheap fertile land probably swayed 
the Johnsons and their allied families to relocate to Franklin County, Missouri.

Research Note 

There appears to be an anomily concerning the name that Jesse used on his 
marriage record. Even though the marriage record says John Franklin Luckey 
Esquire. ..in all the census dates until his death he was known as Jesse 
Franklin Luckey. His brother John Franklin Luckey Jr. died on 17 February 
1 835 at the age of 1 1 years old, so we know that Sarah didn't marry his 
brother John. The only reasoning I can contrive is either, Rev Joseph F. 
Fenton pastor of the Bethlehem Congregation of the Presbyterian Church in 
Union made an error when he recorded this record or Jesse used his 
brother's name on the marriage record in honor of his deceased brother. I am 
leaning towards the former conclusion. Also, the record reads they were 
married on the 8th of January 1 846. 

Bethlehem Congregation of the Presbyterian Church, located in the town 
of Union, was organized December 1 , 1845, Revs. Joseph Fenton and John 
Gilbreath, and David Bishop, elder, officiating. The following persons 
comprised the original con-gregation: John H. Toerner and wife, John H. 
Hollman and wife, George H. Hollmann, John H. Wiemann and wife, Mathias 
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Gronefeld and wife, Mrs. A. Heiyer. The following officers were elected and 
ordained: John H. Toerner and George H. Hollman as ruling elders, John H. 
Wiemann and Mathias Gronefeld as deacons. George H. Hollmann gave ten 
acres of land on which to build a house of worship. The first building was but a 
com-mon log house (now an old stable), and was used for dwelling and 
meeting house. Rev. Philip Heier was the first minister who lived and 
preached in it. In 1846 the congregation built a two-story frame house, the 
upper story for the congregation to worship in, the lower for the minister's 
dwelling; its cost was $534. The present church building, erected in 1866, was 
built of rock. It is 28x40 feet; with steeple and bell its cost is $2,300, and 
including furniture, $3,000.

Research Note 

There appears to be an anomily concerning the name that Jesse used on his marriage 
record. Even though the marriage record says John Franklin Luckey Esquire. ..in all the 
census dates until his death he was known as Jesse Franklin Luckey. His brother John 
Franklin Luckey Jr. died on 17 February 1835 at the age of 1 1 years old, so we know that 
Sarah didn't marry his brother John. The only reasoning I can contrive is either, Rev 
Joseph F. Fenton pastor of the Bethlehem Congregation of the Presbyterian Church in 
Union made an error when he recorded this record or Jesse used his brother's name on 
the marriage record in honor of his deceased brother. I am leaning towards the former 
conclusion. Also, the record reads they were married on the 8th of January 1846. 

Bethlehem Congregation of the Presbyterian Church, located in the town of Union, 
was organized December 1 , 1845, Revs. Joseph Fenton and John Gilbreath, and David 
Bishop, elder, officiating. The following persons comprised the original con-gregation: 
John H. Toerner and wife, John H. Hollman and wife, George H. Hollmann, John H. 
Wiemann and wife, Mathias Gronefeld and wife, Mrs. A. Heiyer. The following officers 
were elected and ordained: John H. Toerner and George H. Hollman as ruling elders, 
John H. Wiemann and Mathias Gronefeld as deacons. George H. Hollmann gave ten 
acres of land on which to build a house of worship. The first building was but a com-mon 
log house (now an old stable), and was used for dwelling and meeting house. Rev. Philip 
Heier was the first minister who lived and preached in it. In 1846 the congregation built a 
two-story frame house, the upper story for the congregation to worship in, the lower for 
the minister's dwelling; its cost was $534. The present church building, erected in 1866, 
was built of rock. It is 28x40 feet; with steeple and bell its cost is $2,300, and including 
furniture, $3,000. The following ministers have served the Bethlehem congregation from 
its beginning: Revs. Philip Heier, Wm. Grote, John Shible, Henry Blanke, R. Scheide, A. 
Elfeld, Jacob Schwartz, Mathias Wittenberger, H. Stauss, John Bardil. The present 
minister, Rev. Wm. F. Goess-ling, has served since August 15, 1883, as stated supply. 
The present membership is forty-seven in number, with the following officers: Wm. 
Hollmann and George Hollmann, elders; Henry Niebruegge and Chr. Hollmann, deacons.

Even though sister; Sarah states, in all her census records she was born in 
North Carolina in 1823-1827, the actual problem is determining when her 
family moved from Iredell County, North Carolina to Franklin County, Missouri. 
The question is. ..did Townsend and Rebecca come with Benjamin and Amelia 
in 1 823 or did they arrive at a later date? The reason there is some 
confusion. ..we don't know when Townsend bought his first piece of property in 
Franklin County. We have a date of 9 September 1835 but he could have 
bought property long before that date in Franklin County. Also, we know that 
Townsend's siblings came with Benjamin and Amelia but Townsend and 
Rebecca were already married and on their own before the 1 820 census. 
Logic dictates they all came together, but for Sarah to be so adamant about 
that North Carolina birthplace makes me wonder if she was right or if she was 
mistaken. Checking the Franklin County, Missouri deeds for a more precise 
and first property purchase might give us a better indication as to when they 
arrived in Franklin County. Also, check the newspapers to see if an article was 
written about the Johnson migration in 1823.

Concerning these childen...it appears that we have the right parents but there 
are too many anomilies concerning the birth of these children. Children are 
showing up in subsequent census records that were never listed before. This 
indicates that these mystery children were not natural born children of George 
and Anna's. Maybe they were orphans. Or.. .George and Anna gave the 
censustaker's the middle names of their children at various times. This would 
indicate that William was really William Samuel or Samuel William in any case 
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without proof we can't be sure they are two seperate and distint children. They 
don't show up in the same census as seperate sons. 

Also, some researchers have claimed that Dulcenia married Elijah Woolsey in 
1876 in Crawford County, Missouri and had a large family and moved to 
Jefferson County, Iowa, if this is true, then why is she listed in the 1880 census 
with her parents as a Luckey and not a Woolsey? This family really presents a 
challenge concerning unraveling their history. Also, the same researchers 
state that Anna is a Marie not a Margaret as other researchers have told me. 

We lose track to Anna after 1880 census. Checking the Benton Twp, Crawford 
County, Missouri cemetery records did not show a listing. Either, she died in 
Missouri and then widower Geroge followed his daughter; Dulcenia to Iowa and 
is recorded in the 1900 census with the Woolsey family or she died in Iowa.

The reason I am 
confused is that the headstone in the Johnson-Caldwell cemetery has John 
Johnson and Martin G. Johnson both brothers on the same stone. The dates are 
destroyed, but Mrs. Norine Steele Dunn from Chicago before she died, had 
listed a death date for Martin G. Johnson in her records of 16 December 1864.

Research Note 

Since Martin Goiter Johnson was a conscript of the Confederate Army his 
records have been scarce. I can not locate his drafted date. I noticed on the draft 
papers that his brother John P. Johnson and cousin William Henry Johnson 
were drafted at the same time. He fought on the Confederate side, and was 
captured by the Union Army and housed at the newly completed Rock Island 
Confederate Prison, Moline, Rock Island, Illinois, United States. As the following 
artiocle indicates the first prisoners to arrive at the prison were captured in 
battles at Chattanooga, Tennessee. This may have been where he was 
captured and he may have tried to escape from the prison and was caught. How 
he died in prison is also a mystery. Was he sick, shot or some other demise? 
Nevertheless, his body may be in the Rock Island Cemetery but his parents 
erected a headstone for him and his brother now in the Johnson-Caldwell 
Cemetery.

During the Civil War, Arsenal Island was home to a large Union army prison 
camp for captured Confederate soldiers (the Rock Island Prison Barracks). The 
island facilities were converted and built in 1863 and was not yet completed in 
December of that year when the first Confederate prisoners were incarcerated. 
The construction was make-shift and was built with little notice of prisoners 
arriving. 468 Confederate prisoners captured in battles at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee were the first to arrive, although, over 5000 total would swell the 
population of Rock Island Prison in that month alone. A total of forty one 
Confederate prisoners successfully escaped during the prison's existence while 
many more would try but fail. 

A total of 1 ,964 Confederate prisoners and 125 Union guards are buried in the 
adjacent military cemetery, including 49 members of the 108th Regiment of 
United States Colored Troops, most of which died from disease or exposure.

Research Note 

Since there are so many holes in this person's timeline, it is hard to place fill in the gaps in 
Serilda's life. Failure to locate the marriage record between Joseph Walton and Cyrilla 
"Serilda" (CREWS) Johnson circa 1870 per the 1900 & 1910 census, leaves us guessing 
as to where they may have been residing. Without a location of their residency in 1870 we 
have no fixed location for the birth of their children. 

Also, when we do finally see them in the 1880 census, due to the laziness of the censustaker 
we are without the names of two of their children. A twenty year spread takes place until we 
find them in the 1900 census of Eminence Twp, Shannon, Missouri, United States. 

It appears they joined their son; William E. Walton in Randolph County, Arkansas, United 
States where he has two children before the 1910 census. After the 1910 census I lose track 
of them and it appears they may have died in Randolph County, Arkansas. 

Since we do not know the names of their daughters, listed in the 1880 census, we don't know 
if they lived with them after the 1 91 0 census. Their son, Jesse Walton disappears after the 
1900 census so we can't locate his parents through him. 

Cyrilla's son; Falcon O. & Anna ( ) Johnson from her first marriage moved to Randolph

The reason I am 
confused is that the headstone in the Johnson-Caldwell cemetery has John 
Johnson and Martin G. Johnson both brothers on the same stone. The dates are 
destroyed, but Mrs. Norine Steele Dunn from Chicago before she died, had 
listed a death date for Martin G. Johnson in her records of 16 December 1864. 
This matches the death date on the Confederate Records for Martin G. Johnson. 
Where she got her date, either from a newspaper or bible or family records is 
unknown. But what the date does. ..is to tie in those three Johnsons who are 
buried at Rock Island Confederate Cemetery, Rock Island, IL.

Research Note 

Since John A. Johnson was a conscript of the Confederate Army his records 
have been scarce. I can not locate his drafted date. I noticed on the draft papers 
that his brother Martin Goiter Johnson and cousin William Henry Johnson were 
drafted at the same time. He fought on the Confederate side, and was captured 
by the Union Army and housed at the newly completed Rock Island Confederate 
Prison, Moline, Rock Island, Illinois, United States. As the following artiocle 
indicates the first prisoners to arrive at the prison were captured in battles at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. This may have been where he was captured and he 
may have tried to escape from the prison and was caught. How he died in prison 
is also a mystery. Was he sick, shot or some other demise? Nevertheless, his 
body may be in the Rock Island Cemetery but his parents erected a headstone 
for him and his brother now in the Johnson-Caldwell Cemetery.

During the Civil War, Arsenal Island was home to a large Union army prison 
camp for captured Confederate soldiers (the Rock Island Prison Barracks). The 
island facilities were converted and built in 1863 and was not yet completed in 
December of that year when the first Confederate prisoners were incarcerated. 
The construction was make-shift and was built with little notice of prisoners 
arriving. 468 Confederate prisoners captured in battles at Chattanooga, 
Tennessee were the first to arrive, although, over 5000 total would swell the 
population of Rock Island Prison in that month alone. A total of forty one 
Confederate prisoners successfully escaped during the prison's existence while 
many more would try but fail. 

A total of 1 ,964 Confederate prisoners and 125 Union guards are buried in the 
adjacent military cemetery, including 49 members of the 108th Regiment of 
United States Colored Troops, most of which died from disease or exposure. 
The prison camp was operational from December 1863 until July 1865 when the 
last prisoners were freed and sent home. After the war, the prison facility was 
completely destroyed. During its two years in operation, the prison camp housed 
over 12,400 different Confederates. Following the war, the government retained 
ownership of Arsenal Island and used it for various functions.

Even though Benjamin Johnson arrived in Missouri in 1823, he probably was with his 
brother William Henry Johnson Sr. in St. Charles County before settling in Franklin 
County. He may have purchased property in either St. Charles County or St. Louis before 
he bought land near Washington, Saint John's Township, Franklin County, Missouri in 
1828. I did not record ALL his property transactions from the Union Courthouse, in 
Union, Union Township, Franklin County, Missouri so there could be more accurate 
property records indicating when he actually arrived in Franklin County, Missouri.

John and Mary took what was left of their family from Saint John's Twp, Franklin, Missouri, 
United States after 1855, where they probably attended their children's marriages. ..the last 
one being son; Leonard Farrar & Martha ( BELL) Armstrong on 22 March 1855 and 
relocated to near Buck and Breck Post Office, Precinct 3, Dallas, Texas, United States. 
Several Amstrong family researchers have claimed they made this move to escape the 
hostilities of the impending Civil War. However, I disagree since the Civil War was 5 years 
away and they were in no danger at this point. There was a tremendous migration and influx 
of many into Texas seeking the fertile land and Texas was wide open for homesteading. 

However, I can see where others could jump to the conclusion that they made their move to 
escape the War, and I believe this false assumption is based on their reported return to 
Franklin County, Missouri in 1866 after the Civil War. 

But, truth is Texas was not the promised land that others had proclaimed and etching a 
living from the soil was difficult at best. That's why Texas became known primarily as a 
cattle state. For every cow in Texas it took 5-6 acres of land to sustain them with sutiable 
grass and feed. However, in Missouri, you could put 5-6 cows on 1 acre and raise more 
head of beef per acre than you could in Texas. This is why the Texas ranches where so 
huge, because there was not enough grazing land to raise a herd of cattle unless you had 
vast quantities of acreage. 

Consequently, I feel their departure from Franklin County, Missouri to Texas was motivated 
by the same reasons that John and Leonard had made a trip to Califonia.. .to seek 
prospertiy and a bettler way of life for their family. The reason they returned from Texas to 
Franklin County was probably due to the lack of finding this prosperity in Texas and maybe

The reason I 
am confused is that the headstone in the Johnson-Caldwell cemetery has 
John Johnson and Martin G. Johnson both brothers on the same stone. The 
dates are destroyed, but Mrs. Norine Steele Dunn from Chicago before she 
died had listed a death date for Martin G. Johnson in her records of 16 
December 1864. This matches the death date on the Confederate Records 
for Martin G. Johnson. Where she got her date, either from a newspaper or 
bible or family records is unknown. But what the date does is to tie in those 
three Johnsons who are buried at Rock Island Confederate Cemetery, Rock 
Island, IL.

Judge James Millard Johnson is a descendant of Benjamin and Amelia ( ) 

Johnson from Rowan County, North Carolina. Benjamin and Amelia left Iredell 
County, North Carolina for Franklin County, Missouri in 1823 and began to 
purchase property and entrench themselves into the Franklin County community. 

James' father; Martin accompanied his parents to Franklin County and learned the 
profession of farming and cattle ranching. 

Judge Johnson was born near Moselle, Central Twp, Franklin, Missouri, United 
States and grew up in the finest schools and was educated in all manners of 
business. His father; Martin dying at an early age, James' mother; Comfort 
(OSBORN) Drace Johnson, a woman of refined manners and trained in all the 
graces an educated culture had to offer, raised James to adulthood until her death 
in 1877. 

In 1884, James began courting another well-educated refined lady of Bourbon;

I imagine like all wives who work for business owners, Emily assisted her husband in the 
day to day affairs of his business. In the process, she became trained, experienced and 
skilled in the operations of his business ventures. After Frank Chappell's death in 1909, still 
with the responsibility of raising minor children, Emily bought a Hotel and boarding house 
and had a contract with the Stone County Jail to provide meals and other necessities. This 
is evident from the 1910 census information. 

Research Note 

What motivated Emily to leave her home and businesses in Mountain View Town, Blue 
Mountain Twp, Stone County, Arkansas, United States and move to Bourbon, Boone Twp, 
Crawford County, Missouri is a mystery. However, she sold her holdings in her home and 
Hotel in Mountain View and moved to Bourbon where she married the highly successful and 
renown banker, merchant and entrepreneur.. Judge James Millard Johnson Sr. in 1918. After 
checking her siblings movements, none of them moved to Missouri, however, her sons did 
live in St. Louis and Springfield, Missouri around the time of her entrepreneural move. 
Checking with the newspapers and deed books of Stone County, Arkansas would reveal 
when she sold her holdings and checking the deed books of Crawford County, Missouri 
would probably reveal when she bought and sold the Bourbon Hotel.

Uncle Jacob King, one of the oldest and most highly respected citizens of Stone County, 
died at his home 1 1/2 miles north of town last May 3rd, 1919, about noon, at the ripe old age 
of eighty-three years. He had been very feeble for a number of years with something like 
dropsy, which together with old age caused his death. 

Uncle "Jake" was one of the pioneer settlers of this county, coming here soon after the Civil 
War. As often related by himself, one of the oxen which he was working to his wagon died 
on the journey here and Uncle Jake hitched himself beside the remaining oxen and helped 
pull the load the remainder of the distance. 

He was an able minister of the Baptist church, and as long as he was able to go at all, would 
ride for many miles to preach the gospel, and it was always his greatest pleasure to attend 
and take part in the religious worship. 

For a number of years he took an active part in the affairs of the county and State, was 
representative of Stone County, and later State Senator from this district, which positions he 
filled with honor both to himself and county. 

He is survived by his wife and eight children, four sons and four daughters: Atty. J.A. King of 
Albany, Texas, Rev. Thomas King of Batesville, Ark., Dr. K.W. King of Floral, Ark., Mrs. 
J.M. Johnson of Bourbon, Mo . Mrs. T.D. Jefferson, Mrs. Laura Lancaster, Mrs. J. W. 
Webb and Prof. J.E. King, of this place, all of whom were present at the funeral except Atty. 
J. A. King. 

Funeral services were conducted by his pastor, Rev. R.A. Suggs, and Rev. J.J. Goodman of 
Timbo. After this service the Masonic Lodge of this place, assisted by several visiting 
members, rendered their impressive service and the body was laid to rest in the Mountain 
View Cemetery. 

"Uncle Jake" King had lived a long beautiful life and it was altogether fitting that death should 
come and take him by the hand in the form of smiling sleep - that his summons to leave his 
home and go to the house God has made ready for him should have come so gently anad 
so graciously, for indeed gentleness and graciousness were distinguishing characteristics 
of this fine and beautiful soul. 

There are not many that can fill the place of Mr. King in Stone County's contemporary life. 
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He was not only the beloved "man bountiful", but he was also a wise and helpful counselor, 
at one time a great force in public affairs that really matter, a builder of good citizenship, an 
uplifter of character, a contributor to the effectiveness of those education, moral and spiritual 
forces which, in the long run, alone beat out upon the anvil of time the steel of collective 
character that rings true in every conflict which decides the destinies of States, either for 
good or ill. 

A man who consistently maintained, and himself adorned, all the fine tradtions of old 
fashioned American home life, he was never-the-less in his unselfish and noble character 
undisputably one of the greatest single influence of many of the lives of Stone County's best 
citizens if not the entire County; and there was no time, probably, when he could not, had he 
chosen, have defeated almost any measure he might have felt it a duty to oppose with a 
personal appeal to the affections and trust in which practically the whole people of the 
county held him. 

But neither the tradition nor the habit of his long and useful life inclined Mr. King to make his 
real leadership evident over much. He was a silent force for public and private advancement, 
and his influence was all the more powerful because it radiated so silently from the center of 
his own wisdom, goodness and selflessness. A beautiful soul, a good character and most 
capable intellect these were the hall marks of the well beloved Uncle Jake whose grave 
Stone County will not cease, for many and many a returning year, to lay the tributes of true- 
felt affections and honor. 

Mr. King lived and died the richest man in Stone County, not because he had lands, gold and 
such, but because he had in abundance the more desireable riches of wisdom, goodness, 
kindness and that inexhaustable treasury of generous thoughts and deeds which the oftener 
it is drawn upon the more it is filled again by the approving hand of God. 
In the final reckoning of such riches as Mr. King possessed and shared, lands and houses 
and money are mere incidents to the noble estate that was enjoyed by this high souled and 
beloved citizen. The things that matter in the long run are the good deeds that one does. 
Those are the incorruptible riches. 

And of those riches Uncle Jake possessed here and doubtless took with him a great store, 
past reckoning save by the carefulness of that omniscience which makes equal note of the 
birth of the most gigantic sun and the fall of the tiniest sparrow. 

Rich in all good deeds, he lived his beautiful and useful life, and rich in the lives of men and 
women and in the favor of God, he died. Who, of all the sons and daughters of women could 
crave a fairer epitaph?

Research Note 

The 1860 census of Boone Township of Franklin County, Missouri is one of the 
poorest accounts of collecting census data I have ever seen. Not only can I see 
the actual census from ancestry.com but, I even have a printed hard copy 
published Sandra ( JANOSKI) Walls 1983. Mainly, the problem lies with 
Boone Township. The census taker used abbreviations and slang for the names 
of the inhabitants of the households. Not only were most of the names ommitted, 
but he used imcomplete given names. The entire census is a disgrace. Each 
family has to be scrutinized for possible variations on children's names and with 
such poor penmanship, it appears that the families listed in the 1860 census are 
completely different from the 1870 census. For instance, if Charles Price 
Blankenship was born in 1858 as the 1870 census indicates, then where is he in 
the 1860 census? Also, in the 1876 Missouri state census he is supposed to be 
aged 1 0-1 8 years. If he was born in 1 858, then he would be 1 8 years old by the 
1876 census.

Research Note 

The 1860 census of Boone Township of Franklin County, Missouri is one of the poorest 
accounts of collecting census data I have ever seen. Not only can I see the actual census 
from ancestry.com but, I even have a printed hard copy published Sandra ( JANOSKI) 
Walls 1983. Mainly, the problem lies with Boone Township. The census taker used 
abbreviations and slang for the names of the inhabitants of the households. Not only were 
most of the names ommitted, but he used imcomplete given names. The entire census is a 
disgrace. Each family has to be scrutinized for possible variations on children's names and 
with such poor penmanship, it appears that the families listed in the 1860 census are 
completely different from the 1870 census. For instance, if Charles Price Blankenship was 
born in 1858 as the 1870 census indicates, then where is he in the 1860 census? Also, in 
the 1876 Missouri state census he is supposed to be aged 10-18 years. If he was born in 
1 858, then he would be 1 8 years old by the 1 876 census.

Several disprepancies have developed concerning the 1870 census listed 
above. First George has listed his middle intial as an S. instead of a T. But he is 
the right age but the wrong birthstate. His female companion is listed as Melvina 
age 53, which places her birth circa 1817 also in Kentucky. 
One would tend to believe that this was not George and Louisa Jane 
(JOHNSON) Westover except for the close proximity and location of their 
property transactions. George's residence appears to change every few years 
and it is hard to pinpoint where they were living at any given time. 

George Westover was an active participant in puchasing and selling property 
first in the Saint Francois County area and then in the Franklin, Crawford and 
Washington counties of Missouri. Louisa Jane ( JOHNSON) Dyson's mother; 
Jane (SEBASTIAN) Johnson was from the Saint Francois County area. 

The town of Shotwell of the 1870 census above was located in the northernmost 
portion of Boone Township in Franklin County. Louisa's father; Thomas Howard 
Johnson bought several pieces of property in the Shotwell, Boone Township 
area and Louisa was raised in that locale. 

The 1 872 property transaction stated that the property he sold to Florian 
Halmaich was located in the southernmost portion of Boone Twp, Franklin 
County. This could indicate they had moved from near Shotwell to near Japan 
or.. .they didn't move at all, but George sold to Florian Halmich a piece of one his 
land holdings near Japan. 

Concerning the initial and state discrepancy of George in the 1870 census 
above, could have been a lapse of memory or he had an additional middle name 
beginning with an S. However, explaining why his wife was named Melvina 
instead of Louisa is harder to explain especially the age difference. 

Louisa was born in 1833 not 1817 and she was born in Missouri not Kentucky. 
The censustaker could have misunderstood her name and thought she said 
Melvina or Louisa or.. .she has an additonal middle name that we were not aware 
of. This Melvina has to be Louisa because George and Louise Jane Westover 
are named in the 1872 property transaction. This means they were still together 
by 1 1 March 1 872 and eliminates the prospect that George has remarried to a 
woman called Melvina by the 1870 census. 
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There were no other George Westover's in the 1870 census and since he is 
living next door to John T. Westover born 1816 in Kentucky would indicate they 
were brothers or cousins. Many have placed George's birth location as Saint 
Francois County, Missouri but I am more inclined to believe the Kentucky 
reference. His father; Job.. .did live in Saint Francois County, Missouri before 
moving to Washington County, Missouri. 

Therefore, due to senility or other considerations, the George S. and Melvina 
Westover in the 1 870 census is one and the same as our George Turley & 
Louisa Jane (JOHNSON) Dyson Westover.

The Sons of Thomas and Anna Dyson by Don Hicks 

Six sons were born to Thomas and Anna Dyson from John born in 1826, to Franklin born 
in 1840. All six enlisted in Missouri military units of the Confederate States of America. 

From what I have been able to find, most, if not all, traveled from Franklin County, Missouri 
to Springfield, Missouri to enlist. At the end of the war, Manless Dyson was the only son that 
survived the war and returned home to the family. 

The following is my effort to put some historical facts on paper to give some idea of the 
heavy price that the Dyson family paid in the War Between the States. 

John Dyson (1826-1864) served in the 4 th Regiment Missouri Cavalry that was 

formed in about February 5, 1863. John Dyson was with units of this group that spent time 

in south Missouri, Arkansas, and then took to Kansas in reaction to the bushwhacking 
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methods used against many folks in the Ozark areas. This unit became known as 
Burbridge's Regiment Partisan Rangers and/or the 3rd Regiment, Porter's Brigade. This 
unit has gone down in history as one of those that rode with Quantrill's units. 

Quantrill - Missouri Partisan Rangers 

These men rode hard and defended the innocent citizens of Missouri from the slaughter 
and carnage that had been committed by the Occupational Forces sent by Abraham 
Lincoln. Although many Northern histories consider the Partisan Ranger to be 
bushwhackers, they were only waging the type war that had already been committed 
against them and their families. Occupational troops from Kansas, Iowa, Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin raped, pillaged, burned and destroyed much of Western & West Central 
Missouri, and the Partisan Rangers were at times the only defense the people of Missouri 
had .

John Dyson was captured at Mound City, Kansas on October 24, 1864, and was taken first 
to the Gratiot Street Military Prison in St. Louis, Missouri, then to the Military Prison at Alton, 
Illinois, then to the prison on Rock Island, Illinois, arriving there on December 8, 1864. He 
died on December 19, 1864, and is buried at the Confederate Cemetery there in grave 
1 687. One can guess that captured members of those who fought with Quantrill were 
treated very harshly when captured, but the record of his illness is not well documented 
from my research. His death is listed as Debility which is a term relating to terminally ill 
patients. 

Barton Dyson (1829-1862) enlisted in 1862 in the 5th Missouri Infantry, CSA. His record 
is brief as her became ill while serving in Springfield, Missouri and was sent home to 
recover. His record states that he was sent home and died. 

Absalom Robey Dyson (1 832-1 864) enlisted on January 11,1 862, at Springfield, 
Missouri as a private in Company E, 5th Regiment Missouri Infantry CSA. The unit was 
ordered east of the Mississippi and fought at luka and Corinth and then took part in the 
Battle of Vicksburg where the unit was captured by union forces. After the capture, the unit 
was paroled, exchanged, and consolidated with the 3rd Regiment. After the consolidation 
the unit continued to participate in several engagements. Absalom Dyson was severely 
wounded in action and died near Selma, Alabama on September 10, 1864. 

Manless Dyson (1837-1924) the only Dyson son to survive the war enlisted and 
served with Company I, 4th Regiment Missouri Cavalry CSA. I did not find much information 
about the service of Manless Dyson; however, the unit saw significant action during the 
war. After being sent east of the Mississippi, the unit became dismounted cavalry and 
continued as infantry during the war.

After the capture, the unit was paroled, exchanged, and consolidated with the 3rd 
Regiment. After the consolidation the unit continued to participate in several engagements. 
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Elam was killed in battle near Franklin, Tennessee on November 30, 1864. 

Franklin Dyson (1840-1862) also enlisted and served with Company E, 5th Regiment 
of the Missouri Infantry CSA. Records indicate that Franklin Dyson died of pneumonia at 
Columbus, Mississippi on June 5, 1862. 

Manless Dyson was the grandfather of my Aunt Mary Frances Dyson, who married my 
Uncle Emmett Hicks on June 21 , 1 921 . Emmett Hicks was the grandson of Fielding J. 
Smith who served with Company F of the Missouri 31 and Consolidated 31st & 32nd 
Missouri Volunteer Infantry which was one of the major union units that fought against the 
units that Absalom, Manless, Elam and Franklin served in. 

It is my hope that my bit of research gives some measure of history and admiration to the 
Dyson brothers who gave a great measure of devotion to a cause they believed in.

Concerning the 1840 census, it appears we have conflicting data concerning George 
Westover. At age 32, George was well beyond his prime marrying age and could have been 
previoulsy married prior to Nancy Jane ( SULLIVAN) in 1843.

All of the property purchases and sales in Saint Francois County, Missouri may not be our 
George Turley Westover. Several observations leads me to make that conclusion. First of 
all, the first property with the US General Land Office was in 1837 in Saint Francois County, 
Missouri and in the 1830 and 1840 census records George is living in Concord Twp, 
Washington County, Missouri, not Saint Francois County, Missouri. Also, in 1837, he is aged 
29 and he follows that purchase with two parcels in June 1841 and another in July 1841 in 
Saint Francois County, Missouri . Where did he get all the money? It wasn't until he married 
in 1843 that he begins to purchase property in Franklin County, Missouri. Therefore, it looks 
like there may have been two George Westovers.

Several disprepancies have developed concerning the 1870 census listed above. First 
George has listed his middle intial as an S. instead of a T. But he is the right age but the 
wrong birthstate. His female companion is listed as Melvina age 53, which places her birth 
circa 1 81 7 also in Kentucky. 

One would tend to believe that this was not George and Louisa Jane Westover except for 
the close proximity and location of their property transactions. George's residence appears 
to change every few years and it is hard to pinpoint where they were living at any given time. 

George Westover was an active participant in puchasing and selling property first in the 
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Saint Francois County area and then in the Franklin, Crawford and Washington counties of 
Missouri. Louisa Jane (JOHNSON) Dyson's mother; Jane (SEBASTIAN) Johnson 
was from the Saint Francois County area. 

The town of Shotwell of the 1870 census above was located in the northernmost portion of 
Boone Township in Franklin County. Louisa's father; Thomas Howard Johnson bought 
several pieces of property in the Shotwell, Boone Township area and Louisa was raised in 
that locale. 

The 1 872 property transaction stated that the property he sold to Florian Halmaich was 
located in the southernmost portion of Boone Twp, Franklin County. This could indicate they 
had moved from near Shotwell to near Japan or.. .they didn't move at all, but George sold to 
Florian Halmich a piece of one his land holdings near Japan. 

Concerning the initial and state discrepancy of George in the 1870 census above, could 
have been a lapse of memory or he had an additional middle name beginning with an S. 
However, explaining why his wife was named Melvina instead of Louisa is harder to explain 
especially the age difference. 

Louisa was born in 1833 not 1817 and she was born in Missouri not Kentucky. The 
censustaker could have misunderstood her name and thought she said Melvina or Louisa 
or.. .she has an additonal middle name that we were not aware of. This Melvina has to be 
Louisa because George and Louise Jane Westover are named in the 1872 property 
transaction. This means they were still together by 1 1 March 1872 and eliminates the 
prospect that George has remarried to a woman called Melvina bu the 1 870 census. 

There were no other George Westover's in the 1870 census and since he is living next door 
to John T. Westover born 1816 in Kentucky would indicate they were brothers or cousins. 
Many have placed George's birth location as Saint Francois County, Missouri but I am more 
inclined to believe the Kentucky reference. His father; Job. ..did live in Saint Francois County, 
Missouri before moving to Washington County, Missouri. 

Therefore, due to senility or other considerations, the George S. and Melvina Westover in 
the 1870 census is one and the same as our George Turley & Louisa Jane ( JOHNSON) 
Dyson Westover.

After checking Boone and Meramec Townships or Franklin County cemetery records, I 
now feel that George and Nancy Jane (SULLIVAN) Westover were buried in a family plot 
on their property. After the death of first wife Nancy, it appears George lost his taste for real 
estate and I am sure if you were to check the Franklin County, Missouri deed books you 
would see that he probably didn't purchase much but sold most of his holdings as evident in 
his 1872 Property transaction. Since, he is not listed in those cemetery books, it would 
appear he was not buried in a public cemetery. No listing in Find-A-Grave either. I suggest 
you obtain the local newspapers for 1875 and verify his death and if there is a 
mention. ..probably will tell you where the interment was to take place. His widow; Louisa 
Jane (JOHNSON) Dyson Westover continued to live in Boone Township until her death 
in 1898.

The famous Uncle Wilson Johnson family Portrait was taken sometime after 
daughter Ina's marriage to Edward Dierking in 1903. My grandmother; Rue Flavilla 
(JOHNSON), wrote on the back of this portrait all the members of the family at 
that time of the portrait. Grandmother Rue was only 9 years old at the time of this 
portrait, it appears she wrote the names on the back of the picture years later. 
Because she wrote Uncle Wilson Johnson and Aunt Alice Johnson and I 
recognize her handwriting identifies Rue as the author of the penmanship. As it is 
written... front row seated L to R: Uncle Wilson Johnson, Ellen Johnson, Alice 
Johnson, back row L to R: Ed Dierking, Ina Johnson Dierking, Albert Johnson, Joe 
Johnson 

What makes this portrait unique, this had to be taken after the marriage of Ed and 
Ina A. (JOHNSON) Dierking in April 1903. Also, it shows a "missing" 
daughter.. .Ellen (JOHNSON) who is not in the 1900 census or the 1910 
census. Ellen appears to be 4 or 6 years old making her birth circa 1894-1896. 
Evidently she died before the 1 91 0 census. 

Wilson and Alice according to the 1900 census said they had had 8 children born 
but only three were living. All three are accounted for in the census records of 
1900. 

In the 1910 census there is a Hellen ( MARTIN) age 1 1 born in Missouri living 
with the family. Her parents were born in Missouri. Since Wilson died in 1916 and 
Alice died in 1918, I could not find what happened to Hellen ( MARTIN) in the 
1 920 census and I could not figure when she died or whom she married. Also, 
checking the 1900 census I found no Helen ( MARTIN) age 1 living with any 
family in Franklin County. 

In my opinion, Grandmother Rue was in error when she wrote Ellen Johnson on 
the back of this family portrait and the girl was actually Hellen ( MARTIN) living 
with Wilson and Alice Johnson family back in 1903.

My grandmother; Rue Flavilla ( JOHNSON), wrote 
on the back of this portrait all the members of the family at that time of the portrait. 
Grandmother Rue was only 9 years old at the time of this portrait, it appears she wrote the 
names on the back of the picture years later. Because she wrote Uncle Wilson Johnson 
and Aunt Alice Johnson and I recognize her handwriting identifies Rue as the author of the 
penmanship.

What makes this portrait unique, this had to be taken after the marriage of Ed and Ina A. 
(JOHNSON) Dierking in April 1903. Also, it shows a "missing" daughter... Ellen 
(JOHNSON) who is not in the 1 900 census or the 1 910 census. Ellen appears to be 4 
or 6 years old making her birth circa 1 894-1 896. Evidently she died before the 1 91 0 
census. 

Wilson and Alice according to the 1900 census said they had had 8 children born but only 
three were living. All three are accounted for in the census records of 1900. 

In the 1 91 0 census there is a Hellen ( MARTIN) age 1 1 born in Missouri living with the 
family. Her parents were born in Missouri. Since Wilson died in 1916 and Alice died in 
1918, I could not find what happened to Hellen ( MARTIN) in the 1920 census and I could 
not figure when she died or whom she married.

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

1 0. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from 
interested family members. 

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory. Thank You.

Due to the common interest in family history, extensive information has been accumulated 
in our libraries concerning marriages, deeds, probate, births, deaths, obituaries, pension, 
military and cemetery records of Missouri counties as well as the eastern states.

Compilation

Critical investigative procedures are emphasized and required. Deductive reasoning and 
learning to read "sign" are vital components of the academic process. 

And finally after spending months and years acquiring genealogical information the most 
important procedure of all is revealed... how to quit. 

Much of this information has been obtained expending time, effort and great expense. What 
to do with this information and how to preserve it for future generations leads us to the final 
phase of the Master Accreditation course. 
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Exposition or Publication 

With years of research material, usually I have found many researchers are lost as to the 
disposition of such investment and dedication. This phase teaches how to preserve and 
publish your material for outsides sales. 

Also, of vital importance are the dissertation procedures. The student is taught every phase 
from giving an oratory report and how to teach classes concerning their research.
